Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and  audit 
of  the  accounts  of  Gary  Owen,  Road  Agent  for  the  Town  of  Stew- 
artstown for  the  period  from  March  5,  1974  to  March  3,  1976, 
which  was  made  by  the  Division  in  accordance  with  your  written 
request  of  January  30,  1976. 

Exhibits  A,  B  and  C  disclose  a  summary  of  financial  activity 
in  the  Road  Agent's  accounts.  However,  the  expenditures  indicat- 
ed therein  for  the  period  March  5,  1974  to  December  31,  1975 
include  personal  items  relating  to  the  Road  Agent  in  the  amount 
of  $1,479.39.  During  1974,  the  Road  Agent  received  from  the 
Town  a  check  for  $1,800  to  cover  two  invoices  separately  billed 
to  the  Town  ($1,200)  and  Gary  Owen  ($600).  In  1975,  a  total 
of  $879.39  was  expended  for  truck  tires  and  gasoline.  Since  the 
Town  does  not  assume  ownership  of  highway  vehicles  of  any 
nature,  the  liability  for  these  invoices  clearly  does  not  rest  with 
the  Town. 

Our  examination  was  limited  to  a  detailed  review  of  the 
financial  accounts  maintained  by  the  Road  Agent  and  related 
documents  as  recorded  in  the  general  fund  of  the  Town.  No 
contact,  either  verbal  or  written  was  effected  with  vendors  to 
ascertain  the  propriety  of  invoices.  In  addition,  a  significant 
number  of  paid  invoices  were  not  available.  Hence,  we  are  unable 
to  assert  that  the  aforementioned  irregularities  were  the  sole 
instances  to  be  found  during  the  period  under  audit. 

A  copy  of  this  report  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  his  review  and  con- 
sideration. This  is  consistent  with  established  practice  where  the 
results  of  audits  disclose  a  deficiency  in  the  accounts  examined. 

No  part  of  this  report  should  be  published,  made  available  or 
disclosed  to  anyone  without  the  express  consent  of  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 
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Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71-A,  Section  21,  require  that  the 
auditors'  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of 
transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annua!  report  of  the 
Town.  Publication  of  the  Exhibits  contained  in  the  audit  report 
is  optional  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This 
letter,  however,  must  be  published  in  its  entirety. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Stewarts- 
town  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Department 
has  recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression 
is  a  joint  state  and  town  or  city  responsibility.  Local  authorities 
recomnnend  names  of  persons  to  the  State  Forester,  who  appoints 
one  person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several  other  persons 
as  town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  outside 
fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a 
written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at  such 
times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire 
organization  in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression 
tactics.  The  State  also  provides  backup  personnel  and  equipment 
for  suppression  and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one  of 
the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States 
for  the  past  20  years.

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SUMMARY  OF 
STEWARTSTOWN  BICENTENNIAL 


John  Adams  said  that  the  anniversary  of  the  first  fourth  of 
July  should  be  annually  "consecrated  by  solemn  acts  of  devotion 
.  .  .  with  pomp  and  parade,  with  shows,  games,  sports,  guns, 
bonfires  and  illuminations." 

Stewartstown  followed  his  advice  in  1976  as  the  town  celebrat- 
ed the  nation's  200th  birthday. 

The  Stewartstown  Selectmen  chose  Norma  Burns  as  its  Bicen- 
tennial chairman.  At  the  bicentennial  committee's  first  formal 
meeting  four  subcommittees  were  created. 

The  Horizon  committee  consisting  of  Robert  Burns,  Hasen 
Burns,  Howard  Carney,  Jesse  Carney,  Earle  Ladd,  and  Jerry  Law- 
ton  decided  to  plant  maple  trees  and  erect  two  flagpoles  in  the 
town  park.  Later  the  Ethan  Allen  plant  donated  litter  barrels  to 
the  town.  Brooks  Auto  supplied  the  red,  white,  and  blue  paint. 

The  Heritage  Committee  made  up  of  Emily  Haynes,  Evelyn 
Hunt,  Virginia   Hurley,  Prudence   Richardson,  Arlene  Richards, 
and  Eleanor  Dyer  were  assigned  the  task  of  compiling  the  town 
history. 

The  Festival  Committee  of  Jesse  Carney,  Jeff  Owen,  and  Dennis 
Joos  laid  plans  for  a  field  day.  The  float  committee  included 
Barbara  Betjemann,  Brenda  Carney,  Carol  Owen,  and  Jeannine 
Burns. 

On  May  19  the  scrolls  signed  by  the  citizens  of  Stewartstown 
were  sent  to  Concord  to  meet  the  Bicentennial  wagon  train.  A 
month  later  on  June  19  the  towns  of  Canaan  and  Stewartstown 
held  a  joint  bicentennial  ball  at  Jackson's  Lodge  on  Wallace  Pond. 
Music  was  played  by  the  T.M.S.  Band. 

Between  these  two  events  the  town  obtained  its  official  Bi- 
centennial flag.  On  June  5  Mr.  Roger  Aldrich,  a  member  of  the 
American  Revolution  Bicentennial  Committee  presented  the  flag 
and  a  certificate  to  the  town. 

On  July  3  Rev.  Joseph  Eastman  officiated  at  the  sunrise  service 
held  at  the  park.  After  the  event  the  various  Stewartstown  floats 
participated  in  the  Colebrook  parade.  The  town's  official  float, 
Our  Living  Legacy,  represented  portions  of  the  town's  past  such 
as  harness  making,  lumbering,  farming,  and  homemaking.  On 
July  4  the  church  bells  of  Stewartstown  rang  with  the  others 
across  the  nation. 
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August  7  dawned  with  a  canoe  race  down  the  Connecticut 
River.  Following  this  the  towns  of  Stewartstown  and  Canaan 
held  their  parade.  It  was  one  of  the  area's  largest  parades,  nnore 
than  80  separate  entries  were  involved.  The  field  day  that  after- 
noon consisted  of  pie  eating  contests,  tugs  of  war,  horse  shoe 
pitching,  sack  races,  bobbing  for  apples,  and  kiddie  rides. 

The  PTO  sponsored  a  flea  market.  After  the  other  events  the 
town  float  and  several  other  items  were  auctioned  off.  Rain 
forced  the  scheduled  street  dance  to  retreat  inside  to  the  Town 
Hall.  A  capacity  crowd  had  a  very  nice  time.  The  street  dance  was 
rescheduled  for  the  last  weekend  of  August.  The  Shirley  Owen 
Band  played  while  the  former  IGA  parking  lot  was  turned  into  a 
dance  floor. 

The  Bicentennial  Committee  presently  has  $1,696.63  in  the 
savings  account.  $815.70  of  this  amount  comes  from  the  sale  of 
the  history  books.  The  balance  is  from  money  received  from  sale 
of  buttons,  field  day  events,  and  dances.  This  money  will  be  used 
for  the  erection  of  a  monument  in  the  town  park  honoring  the 
Korean  and  Viet  Nam  veterans. 

The  Bicentennial  Committee  wishes  to  thank  everyone  who 
helped  in  any  way  to  make  our  celebration  such  a  success.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


Providing  a  free  public  education  is  a  responsibility  delegated 
to  local  school  districts.  Meeting  this  responsibility  requires  ad- 
equate and  available  financial  resources.  This  poses  a  most 
challenging  situation  in  light  of  recent  rising  costs  in  our  economy 
which  are  reflected  in  local  costs  to  operate  schools  and  town 
government.  Adding  to  that  challenge  is  the  acceptance  that  an 
education  shall  be  available  to  all  youngsters  including  the  handi- 
capped. Recent  federal  and  state  legislation  mandates  that  school 
districts  shall  be  responsible  for  providing  local  special  educational 
programs  for  all  handicapped  youngsters  not  requiring  institu- 
tionalized programs.  Included  are  not  only  the  physically  handi- 
capped, but  also  those  who  are  emotionally,  academically, 
socially    or    mentally    handicapped. 

Preliminary  programs  are  already  operational  in  meeting  the 
needs  of  the  handicapped  pupils  in  local  schools.  Placement  teams 
comprised  of  special  education  teachers,  classroom  teachers, 
school  nurses,  the  guidance  counselor,  and  school  principals  have 
begun  the  placement  review  process  and  recommendations  for 
special  programs  have  been  made.  Plans  are  also  being  made  by 
the  local  Staff  Development  Committee  to  make  available  in- 
service  training  programs  for  teachers.  The  purpose  of  the 
in-service  training  programs  will  be  to  assist  regular  classroom 
teachers  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the  handicapped  pupil  and  also 
in  developing  individualized  educational  programs  for  each  handi- 
capped youngster. 

The  projected  enrollment  for  the  Stewartstown  School  District 
shows  a  decline  in  youngsters  who  will  be  entering  school  in  the 
immediate  future.  The  challenge  now  becomes  to  provide  an 
adequate  academic  education  and  also  make  available  related 
pupil  services  that  are  mandated  by  law  at  a  reasonable  cost  to 
the  taxpayer  who  must  provide  the  financial  resources.  With  that 
in  mind  the  proposed  school  budget  reflects  a  reduction  in 
teaching  staff  at  the  West  Side  School  to  coincide  with  a  de- 
clining enrollment.  Of  importance  in  reaching  the  most  difficult 
decision  to  cut  the  staff  is  the  fact  that  Stewartstown  School  Dis- 
trict ranks  148  out  of  154  school  districts  in  the  state  in  its  finan- 
cial ability  to  provide  a  public  education  yet  its  school  tax  rate 
ranks  1 1  th  from  the  top  out  of  1 54  school  districts  for  providing 
a  public  education.  Ultimately,  the  final  decision  as  to  the 
quality  of  education  which  will  be  provided  and  at  what  cost 
rests  with  the  local  taxpayer. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  local  citizens  who 
have  given  of  their  time  and  efforts  to  improve  the  schools  and 
also  the  PTO  for  their  interest  and  gifts  to  the  school.

GUIDANCE  COUNSELOR'S 
REPORT 

This  year  1976  was  a  transitional  one  for  the  guidance  services  of 
Supervisory  Union  #7.  John  M.  Shields,  guidance  counselor  for 
the  past  five  years,  retired  and  I  came  on  board  in  September.  My 
initial  objective  was  to  carry  out  those  programs  which  had 
already  been  established  by  my  predecessor. 

All  scheduled  testing  both  on  the  elementary  and  secondary  level 
for  all  schools  was  carried  out.  The  major  emphasis  since  my 
arrival  was  in  administering  reading  and  individual  tests  in  an 
attempt  to  find  those  students  with  special  needs. 

The  registration,  placement  and  scheduling  of  students  was 
carried  out  during  the  Spring.  Re-evaluation  of  this  procedure 
has  been  undertaken  the  results  of  which  we  hope  will  make  this 
service  even  more  valuable  in  the  coming  years. 

The  necessary  graduate  follow-up  survey  required  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education  has  been  completed  in  both  high 
schools  and  the  results  forwarded  to  Concord. 

The  greater  utilization  of  School  placement  committees  has 
resulted  in  having  all  those  students  presently  in  special  programs 
re-evaluated.  Where  it  was  deemed  necessary,  class  schedule 
changes  were  carried  out  so  that  greater  assistance  to  those 
students  needing  help  could  be  given.  Through  the  use  of  these 
committees  we  have  established  a  clean  line  of  communications 
between  the  school,  the  parents,  and  the  necessary  referral 
agencies. 

A  program  of  Career  Education  has  been  established  or  is  in 
the  planning  stages  in  the  eighth  grade  in  all  the  schools.  A 
workshop  designed  to  inform  teachers  about  career  education 
was  held  in  January  of  this  year. 

I  believe  a  much  greater  use  of  the  guidance  services  was  done  by 
former  graduates  of  our  schools.  They  have  asked  us  for 
assistance  in  finding  information,  obtaining  necessary  forms 
and  in  actually  helping  them  return  to  school  for  further  train- 
ing and  education.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  some  of  those  seeking 
assistance  have  been  out  of  school   for  at  least  twenty  years. 

It  is  hoped  that  through  cooperative  efforts  between  the 
faculty,  the  parents  and  the  students  we  can  continue  to  im- 
prove the  guidance  services  of  Supervisory  Union  #7;  and 
remember,  I  am  only  as  far  away  as  your  telephone.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


The  health  programs  in  the  Stewartstown  and  Pittsburg  Schools 
are  planned  to  maintain  the  highest  of  health  standards.  Our 
success  is  dependent  upon  the  cooperation  of  the  home  with  the 
school  and  requires  the  active  interest  of  all  parents. 

Dr.  William  Gifford  and  Dr.  Marjorie  Parsons  again  provided  their 
professional  medical  advice  and  care  for  all  our  students. 

Each  year  the  following  services  are  performed: 

1.  Checking  heights,  weights,  and  teeth. 

2.  Testing  hearing  and  vision. 

3.  Physical  examinations  for  those  participating  in  athletics  as 
well  as  students  in  grades  4,  8,  and  1 1 . 

4.  T.  B.  skin  tests  as  needed  for  students  and  for  all  personnel. 

5.  Immunizations  as  needed. 

6.  Urine  tests  for  students  in  grades  4,  8,  and  1 1 . 

7.  Home  visits. 

8.  Phone  calls  and  letters  contacts  for  follow  through  health 
care  as  deemed  necessary. 

9.  Promotion  of  good  mental  health. 

10.  First  aid  and  emergency  care. 

1 1 .  Health  teaching  and  counseling  as  well  as  continuous  super- 
vision of  general  health  and  well  being. 

12.  Scoliosis  screening  clinic  for  grades  5,  6,  and  7. 

The  IVIatching  Dental  Program  sponsored  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  and  the  local  towns  was  utilized  this  year  with  both  the 
local  dentists.  Dr.  Brault  and  Dr.  Bartiett. 

The  New  Hampshire  Bureau  of  Dental  Health  has  presented  the 
dental  prevention  program  to  the  fourth  grade,  with  daily  brush- 
ing and  flossing  of  teeth  and  weekly  food  coloring  tablets  used  to 
detect  plaque  under  the  supervision  of  classroom  teachers.  The 
objective  is  to  eliminate  dental  plaque  and  help  the  student  devel- 
op daily  habits  necessary  for  effective  oral  hygiene  and  thereby 
reduce  dental  diseases. 

A  pre-school  hearing  and  vision  clinic  will  be  sponsored  in  May 
by  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Public  Heblth  for  early  de- 
tection of  any  defects,  and  the  Sight  Conservation  Program 
presented  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  is  still  being  used  by 
those  needing  their  services. 
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The  Portsmouth  Rehabilitation  Center  is  available  to  our  area 
by  mobile  unit  for  evaluation  of  students  failing  hearing  tests. 

Crippled  Children's  Service  provides  orthopedic  examinations  and 
and  treatments  at  clinics  held  in  either  Littleton  or  Berlin. 

North  Country  Education  Services  provides  speech  therapy  for  all 
students  in  the  Union  requiring  help. 

Upper  Connecticut  Valley  Mental  Health  Services  provide  their 
professional  services  for  students  requiring  their  help  as  well  as 
psychological  testing  by  The  Pupil  Placement  Team. 


Once  again,  a  reminder  to  all  parents  of  children  entering  the 
first  grade  that  the  State  Department  of  Education  requires  each 
youngster  to  meet  the  following  requirements  prior  to  school  en- 
try: 

1.  Physical  examination. 

2.  T.  B.  test  within  one  year. 

3.  Complete  diphtheria,  pertussis  and  tetanus  vaccine  series 
(5  in  all). 

4.  Complete  oral  polio  vaccine  series  (5  in  all). 

5.  Rubella  vaccine  (German  measles). 

6.  Rubeola  vaccine  (measles). 

We  like  to  urge  all  parents  to  take  advantage  of  the  pre-school 
clinics  available  in  their  area  to  prepare  their  children  for  meeting 
the  above  requirements  for  entering  school.  If  your  child  does 
not  meet  the  requirements  of  law,  he  or  she  will  be  omitted  from 
school  until  the  necessary  preparations  are  fulfilled. 

Every  year  everyone  involved  in  our  schools  strives  to  improve 
the  health  program  for  all  students.  Hopefully,  with  everyone 
working  together,  we  are  maintaining  and  achieving  high  standards.

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STEWARTSTOWN 
TITLE  I  PROGRAM 

The  Stewartstown  School  District  again  received  federal  monies 
from  Title  I  ESEA  to  carry  on  a  reading  program  for  all  three  schools: 
the  Hollow,  West  Side,  and  St.  Albert's.  The  program  was  started 
early  in  the  fall  with  all  children  in  need  of  remedial  help  being 
able  to  participate  in  the  program.  The  children  with  reading 
difficulties  were  designated,  and  with  parental  approval  and  their 
voluntary  participation,  were  able  to  take  advantage  of  this 
opportunity. 

The  pr'ogram  had  a  total  of  41  students  enrolled  from  the  three 
schools  who  were  tested  for  reading  abilities  and  given  material 
for  their  individual  reading  levels. 

The  main  objective  of  the  program  is  that  80%  of  the  children  in 
the  Title  I  program  will  increase  their  growth  rate  by  60%  from 
September  to  June  in  the  area  of  word  attack  skills  and  compre- 
hension using  their  grade  level  attack  skills. 

Results  showed  that  89%  of  the  students  increased  their  scores  by 
87%.  Thus,  according  to  the  statistical  levels  determined  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  for  our  objective,  it  was  successfully  com- 
pleted. 

Prescriptive  and  achievement  tests  were  given  earlier  in  the  fall 
and  again  in  the  spring  so  that  an  overall  growth  could  be 
recorded. 

In  assessing  the  childrens'  needs,  it  was  discovered  that  word 
attack  skills  and  comprehension  of  written  material  was  upper- 
most as  well  as  spelling  associated  with  their  skills. 

By  attacking  these  three  problems,  the  critical  learning  needs  of 
the  children  were  improved  greatly  by  giving  then  close  attention. 

Appropriate  activities  were  conducted  to  better  equip  the  children 
for  listening  skills  as  well. 

We  were  able  to  buy  more  materials  to  enhance  the  children's 
learning.  As  most  of  the  children  were  from  the  intermediate  and 
advanced  grades,  material  for  basic  decoding  was  most  needed. 
These  have  been  stressed  through  individualized  instruction.  In 
this  way  we  felt  the  students  were  better  served. 
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Meetings  with  the  Parent  Advisory  Committee  were  held  at  various 
times  throughout  the  year.  The  program  was  discussed,  defined 
and  all  materials  used  clarified.  A  meeting  inviting  the  public  was 
available  so  that  the  program  could  be  explained  to  new  and 
interested  parents  as  well  as  visitors. 

We  have  retained  the  same  teachers  —  Mrs.  Betty  Raymond  and 
Miss  Francine  Boutin  who  work  diligently  with  each  child  and 
are  interested  in  their  well-being.  They  have  provided  for  parental 
conferences  so  that  parents  may  feel  free  to  come  in  at  any  time 
to  confer  about  their  children's  progress.  Mrs.  Barbara  Betjemann, 
the  chairperson  of  the  Parental  Advisory  Committee,  visited  the 
various  reading  classes,  experienced  the  progress  made  and  con- 
tributed constructive  comments  as  well. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  those  involved  in  the  program  — 
parents,  teachers,  and  staff  —  for  making  the  program  a  success.
